CAPTURED 


Unarmed Convicts 
Make a Coup. 


Official and His Deputy 
Easy Prisoners. .

Peculiar Incident at Pauline 
of the Pursuit of Federal 
Eecapes. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 
PEKA (Kan.) Nov. 10.—Sheriff 
Cook of this county and Deputy 
Sheriff Williams were captured by 
two of the escaped Federal peniten- 
tiary convicts this afternoon at Pau- 
line, five miles south of here, and held 
for several hours. The convicts, whose 
names, cannot be learned, then es- 
caped through a line of policemen and 
started eastward. 

At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon some 
farmer boys near Pauline became ac- 
quainted with the fact that the con- 
victs were in the neighborhood and 
soon had a posse organized and were 
chasing the conyicts all over the coun- 
try. The escaped prisoners had no 
arms or ammunition and were com- 


e ordered to give up his ‘gun, 
which re did. Deputy Sheriff Williams 
had by this time reached the house, 
not knowing what had happened, and 
he, too, was gathered in by the con- 
victs. 

Before he was captured, the Sheriff 
had been thoughtful enough to tele- 
phone to Topeka for help. Chief Stahl, 
with eight officers, hastened to the 
scene, and arrived there after the 
other officers had been imprisoned 
about an hour. . 

Chief Stahl immediately 


up their prisoners and to surrender 
themselves, but they could not see it 


but was laid low by a blow from the 
butt of a revolver. The convicts broke 
Wooster’s right hand and cut an ugly 
gash in his head. 

The leader of the convicts then told 
Sheriff Cook that he would be killed 
if he made the slightest move looking 
toward their capture, and he promised 
to be good. In the meantime the po- 
lice officers on the outside were afraid 
to do anything because the " convicts 
threatened to kill the imprisoned offi- 
cers if they did. 

At 7 o'clock the convicts had man- 
aged to revive Mrs. Wooster, who had 
fainted from fright, and placed her and 
Sheriff Cook in front of them as 
shields. They then started out, after 
first exacting a promise from Sheriff 
Cook that he would not permit any 
of the officers to fire at them. Then 
the prisoners left the house and started 


through a cordon of police officers who 
could have easily captured them, but 
the Sheriff had given the convicts his 
wotd that they would not be molested, 
and they were not. After walking 
down for some distance the convicts 
suddenly disappeared through a hedge 
fence, after bidding the officers a mock- 
ing farewell. One of the police ser- 
geants in attendance said he could have 
easily touched, the leading convict with 
his hand as the men 

The convicts had gotten a good start 
before the officers had recovered from 
their surprise. Then some of the po- 
licemen wanted to pursue, but the 
Sheriff would not permit it, as he said 
he had promised immunity from arrest 
to the convicts. 

The Chief of Police started back to 
town, but left some of his men on the 
scene, and they started on a chase 
later on. They expect to capture the 
convicts before morning, as the entire

Lake in Utah in the early days of July 
you will probably see the greatest ag- 
gregation of individuals of a single spe- 
cles of insect to be found in the world. 


miles wide and ninety-five miles long, 
and the water is 23 per cent. salt; in 
other words, six barrels of the water 
will make one barrel of salt. In this 
strong brine a small fly undergoes its 
transformations, lives and flourishes. 
The adult fly is only about one-sixth of 
an inch in length, yet along the shore, 
at the proper season, they could be 
gathered by the ton. They also cover 
the water out into the lake for perhaps 
a hundred feet, and so numerous are 
they, that the water is obscured and 
you only see what looks ke a thick 
brown scum, when viewed from a lit- 
tle distance. The water underneath the 
insects, clear to the bottom of the lake, 
is filled with a white gelatinous ma- 
terial of somewhat thicker consistency 
than the white of an egg. It is doubt- 
less produced by the decomposing larval 
sking and e cases. This material 
also extends out into the lake for a 
number of feet and increases in depth 
as the water becomes deeper. It could 
be obtained in perfectly enormous 
quantities and may eventually prove of 
some commercial value. 
The odor of this organic material] is 
very unpleasant and there is reason to 
believe that to escape this unpleasant- 
ness and also to avoid a bath in millions 
of flies led the Mormons to build their 
great “Salt air“ bathing pavilion 2800 
feet out in the lake on piles. A favor- 
ite bathing resort on the lake is known 
as Garfield Beach, but here one must 
wade through the albuminous material 
and the great armies of flies before 
reaching water in which to float, for 
bathing here is floating, as the density 
of the water is so great that the human 
body does not sink. One can recline on 
the water and read a book. The larva, 
worm, or young fly, is gathered by the 
Pah-Ute Indians, dried, pulverized and 
made into a flour and subsequently into 
eakes, which are much relished by 
them. 
Prof. W. H. Brewer gives an inter- 
esting account of another species, al- 
lied to the one found in the Great Salt 
Lake, which he observed at Lake Mono, 
in California. This body of water has 
an elevation of 6800 feet and is very 
saline, being impregnated with soda, 
borax and boric acid. The waters are 
clear, very heavy and have a nauseous 
taste. When still, the lake has a look 
as of oil and it is not easily distributed. 
The water feels slippery to the touch 
and will wash grease from the hands or 
clothes more readily than common soap- 
suds will when hot. The larvae and flies 
swarm here as in the great lake. Their 
numbers are incredible, and at the 
proper season of the year (July) the In- 
dians come from far and near to 
gather the koo-chah-bee, as they call 
them. The worms or the pupae are 
dried in the sun, the shell rubbed off by 
hand, when a yellowish kernel re- 
mains like a small yellowish grain of 
rice. This is olly, very nutritious and 
not unpleasant to the taste: He 
the Indians gave him some of it, awa 
that it tastes like meat biscuit and 
would make good soup. It seems curi- 
ous that these intensely saline waters 
should support these lower forms of 
life and provide nourishment for the 


young fly. These flies are known to 
naturalists as Ephydra, the one from 
Mono as E. Californica,\ the one from 
Utah as E. Gracilis.

For the ultimate 
result of anarth teachings would de 
to destroy freedom of speech and of 
the press, by breaking down fhe guar- 
anties* and the protection of law, 
which make all forms of freedom pos- 
sible and practicable... As in the case 
of the War of the Rebellion, the gov- 
ernment had to be saved, Constitution 
or no Constitution, for the destruction 
of the government would inevitably 
have carried with it the annihilation of 
the Constitution: So in the case of the 
-anarchists, the salvation of law. liberty 
and government requires the suppres- 
sion of law-defiers and government de- 
stroyers. —

Now, this may be a very respectable 
sort of pumpkin for the Santa Clara 
Valley to produce, and the good people 
of San José may consider the produc- 
tion of such a vegetable a fact worth 
telegraphing over the world, but here. 
in Los Angeles, such a product of the 
soil would scarcely be considered 
worthy of a place in the Chamber of 
Commerce exhibit hall, Pumpkins 
weighing over 200 pounds are so com- 
mon down in these parts as to attract 
no particular attention. Our record 
pumpkin, which was exhibited at the 
World's Fair in Chicago. wéighed just 
two pounds less than 400. This, by the 
way. Was grown within the city limits 
of Los Angeles.
